GREAT BRITAIN. 
A DESTRUCTIVE STORM. 

Loxpoy, Oct. 31.—A gele op the northern 
coast of England, last night, eaused a serious 
loss of life and property. Dispatches show that 
the gale was very destructive. The storm eéx- 
tended to Scotland. The steamship Chusan, 
from Glasgow, for Shanghai, was driven ashore 
near Ardrossan, and is going to pieces. Tour- 
teen of the crew were washed overboard and 
drowned. The persons left on board, some fifty 
in number, took to the rigging, where they yet 
remain iv fall sight from the shore. [Efforts are 
being made to save them. Several lives were 
also lost in Fneland. 

Reports from Hartlepool, Shields, Hull, and 
other ports, and from inland towns brivg intel- 
ligenee of great damage to shipping, factories, 


| and other property. 


Lonpon, Oct. 225 a. m.—Seventeen of the 
crew of the steamer Chusen, asbore off Ardros- 
san, were drowned. The survivors were rescued 
from the rigging. The steamor is a total lozs. 

The brig FE. C. White was lost off the Isle-of- 
Wight, and four people drowned. 

All the rivers in the north of England and 
Scotland are much swollen. The railway and 
telegraph lines are interrupted; trees uprooted 
in all directions, avd chimneys and walls pros- 
trated. Many persons were injured in Fédin- 
burg by fiving debris. Three bouses ai Stock- 
ton-on-Tees were demolished and one person 
killed. At Ayr, Scotland, twenty vessels broke 
adrift in the harbor, which is shallow and ex- 
posed, all of which were more or less damaced, 
and one totally wrecked. Three were 
drowned at Deal, and two at Su land. The 
Bessemer saloon steamer, lately launched and 
lying at Hull, dragged anchors and ran aground, 
but flonted off and is now adrift in the Humber. 
Tugs have gone to her asmstance. 

STRIKE SETTLED BY ARBITRATION. 

The arbitrator to whom was referred the ques- 
tions in dispute between the striking cotton 
operatives at Balton and employers had decided 
in favor of the masters, and the proposed re- 
duction of 5 per cent in operatives’ wages goes 
into effect immediately.

F MIKE M’DONALD’S ESCAPE. 

The Grand Jury, on Tuesday last, adjourned 
for the term, having omitted to indict Mike 
McDonald and the man Garrity for their mar- 
derons assanit upon McGarry, putting their 
action on the ground that there was no proof 
that the pistol was loaded. It is immaterial, we 
suppose, whether the pistol was loaded or not 
to establish the fact that an assault had been 
committed. Does the Grand Jury, or Mr. Reed, 
deny that McDonald committed an assault upon 
McGarry ? Why, then, were these two notorious 
ruffians not indicted for the assault committed 
by them in the presence of twenty witnesses ? 

The public will have no difficulty in deciding 
why these men were not indicted. It was known 
from the beginning that they woukl not be 
indicted. McDonald knew when he went to 
that saloon that he would never be punished, 
and probably that he would never be prosecuted. 
He knew that the politicians would as soon think 
of sending one of their candidates to the Peni- 
tentiary as to send him; that, in fact, they could 
better afford to send half-a-dozen candidates to 
State Prison, because they could find plenty of 
candidates, whereas there is but one Mike Mc- 
Donald. It is such proceedings as this that 
are bringing the administration of justice into 
contempt, and encouraging the criminal classes. 
This acquittal of McDonald without even the 
form of trial is calcmiated to produce more crime 
within the next three months than the terrors 
of the Criminal Conrt will deter in ten years, 
This is no ordinary case. This man is con- 
fessedly a criminal of no ordinary degree. He is 
at the head of the organization of g@mblers, 
thieves, pickpockets, and receivers of stolen 
goods in Chicago. His conviction for cnme 


‘would have had a salutary effect upon the large 


class of which he is the chief. When any of 
his gang are arrested and fined, he appeals their 
cases to a higher court, and there the matter 
ends. He isthe standivg bondsman of all his 
associates, but his bonds are not prosecuted. 
He is not only exempt from prosecutions him- 
self, but in one form or another irterpogzes his 
protecting arm between justice and his axsociate 
criminals, and there seems to be no official an- 
thority which dare oppose him. He seems to be 
superior to courte and juries. 

He has probably induced more young men to 
rob their employers, to become thieves and 
moral outcasta, than any other ten men ip Chi- 
cago. He is the proprietor of several gambiing 
hells,—all of which are open day and night to 
entrap and then rob whoever enters them. He 
hes his runners on the stgpets, and at the hoteis, 
aud in the saloons, to pick up greenbhorne and 
half-drunken victims, and take them to his dens 
to be plundered. Hus houses are as well known 
to the police as are any reputable places of busi- 
ness. The police know that he carries on his 
nefarious trade every day and every night; they 
know that there is rascality always going on in 
these establishments, and yet they do not im- 
vade his premises nor apy other over which he 
exercises protection. 

The reason for all this is evident. Mike Mc- 
Donald is aleo the head of the political associa- 
tion composed of the gamblers, thieves, confi- 
dence-men, and their followers. They work in 
both parties and try tocontrol beth. But for 
their political affiliations, Mike McDonald would 
have been in the Penitentiary years ago, his helis 
broken up, and his associates dispersed. 

The public will have no difficulty in under- 
etanding the strenuous efforts made to prevent 
the McDonald case going before the Grand Jury 
atall. They will understand why all the move- 
ments tending to bring bim to justice get tripped 
up just before he is caught. They will under- 
stand why it is that this man is superior to law, 
puts justice to scorn, and why he is again turned 
loose, to rob or shoot according to his own sweet 
will. 

The true heroism of Jim Bludsoe, engineer of 
that historical wreck the ‘Prairie Belle,” in 
‘‘bolding her nozzle agin the bank till the last 
galoot’s ashore,” was nobly imitated a day or 
two since by an engineer and fireman on the 
Marietta & Cincinnati Railroad. Their train, 
bound eastward, nad to cross a bridge, one span 
of which crossed a creek and the others road- 
way. Thotrain was moving slowly as it neared 
the bridge, its speed not exceeding 12 miles an 
hour. When too near tobe of service, the en- 
gimeer observed that a switch head been dis- 
Dleced, and that the engine must of necessity run 
into the bridge. Both he and the engineer 
might have saved their hves by jumping 
from the locomotive, but the result would have 
been fatalto the passengers. They bravely re- 
mained, reversed the engine, and applied the 
patent aimbrake. lt was too late for them. The 
engive dashed through the wood-work and landed 
in the roadway below; the tender followed, 
crushing the two brave fellows against the 
boiler; @ postal-car behind fell upon the tender, 
resting one end upon the abutment of the 
bridge, and checked the motion of the train. 
The sleepiog passengers inthe paiace-cars were 
uot even awakened by the catastrophe. Only

ITEMIZING DAMAGES. 

The most remarkable feature growing out of 
the Beecher scandal, which has yet come to light, 
is the motion made by Beecher’s counsel that 
Tilton shall be compcelied to furnish a bill of par- 
ticuiarae of the damages which he charges in his 
complaint. It would seem as if the original 
cause had been presented in sufiicient detail for 
Mr. Beecher to understand every particular of it 
and what every particular was worth. If he does 
not understand it, who can? He ought to be fa- 
miliar enough with*the subject to reduce every 
item of damage which he has occasioned down to 
a fraction of acent. There has been no one so 
famuliar in Mr. Tilton’s family ae he, and no one 
is so well acq uainted with the manner in which 
it is charged that Mr. Tilton’s home was broken 
up. He is an expert, and thoroughly competent 
to testify. If the matter were left out to public 
arbitration, the arbitrators would probably settle 
upon a bill of items somewhat as follows :

Mr. Beecher has dome many cool things, but 
this last request which Le bas made through hia 
counsel that Tilton shall itemize all the injuries 
which he has inflicted upon him, and placea 
cash value in dollars and cents upon them sey- 
erally, is the coolest cf all.

gers for counsel, but the demand itself is not so 
extraordinary as the impudence and effrontery 
which inspired it. If the Court should grant 
the request he has made, Mr: Tilton need pre- 
sent but one item, and that will fill the whole 
bill. Let him present his empty home to the 
jury, and then if he shows who emptied it, he will 
have no need to add any more items; and then, 
as Mr. Beecher bas a euit pending against Til- 
ton, into which he has been forced by public 
opinion and the religious press, Mr. Tilton 
should demand that he itemize his damages also, 
that the world may know what expenses attended 
his housekeeping on the ragged edge and in his 
cave of gloom. 
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YOUNG MEN IN POLITICS. 

A pew generation of voters has grown up since 
the War. Although possessed, politically, of a 
giant’s strength, it has apparently concluded 
that it would be tyrannous to use it like a giant, 
and has therefore not used it atall. The young 
men of to-day are a latent force in politics. Sey- 
eral reasons have combined to produce this re- 
sult. The youngest man now entitled to vo'p 
was 8 years old when Sumter was fired upon. 
Four years of Sghting left their marks on “the 
‘minds of the fighters’ sons. Again, the political 
leaders of to-day are nearly all ante-War men. 
Bred in the traditions of the old school, they cling 
tothem. Their influence keeps down men of a 
different stamp. We are witnessing a political 
phenomenon similar to ane described in Bagehot’s 
** English Constitution.” Mr. Bagehot says that 
Lord Palmerston, by persistently retaining power 
to the exclusion of younger politicians, and by 
handling that power in the old methods, delayed 
the effect of the first Reform bill for thirty 
years. When he died, the flood-gates were 
opened. A great popular movement sprang sud- 
denly into being. Liberalism has done more in 
the nine years since then than it did in the fifty 
before. We may perhaps expect a similar sud- 
den change in our methods of government when 
the race of War-statesmen is extinct. However 
this may be, the present control of old politi- 
cians ig undoubtedly ome great reason of the 
present political insignificance of Young America. 

The abstention of young men from politics is 
a badthing. The “illusions of youth,” at which 
the cynic sneers, are apt to be healthy, and hon- 
est, and hopeful Ulusions. Bayard Taylor, in a 
recent address before a secret society convention 
at the University of Virgioia, drew a glowing 
picture of the deeds of Young Germany sixty 
yearsago. Said he: 


When Germany lay humbled inthe dust under the 
feet of the firat Napoleon—when her Princes beceme 
lackeys and her men of wealth and atation sycophants 
to France—ihe young men formed a secret league 
which they called the Sugendbund, or Union of Virtue. 
They drew into their bond all the older men of Ger- 
many who never became old, because they never lost 
the “illusions ”of youth: they drew into it al) the 
courage, the faith, the self-sacrifice of the people; 
they scourged and drove unwillingly Courts into re- 
sistance, flied up the gaps made up by desperate bat- 
tles, sang while others lamented, shouted victory to 
the despairing, and never rested from the great work 
until their oppressor abdicated at Foutainebleau, 


Mr. Taylor would have the secret organiza- 
tion addressed resolve itself into a Tugendbuna 
and redeom the country. There is need of some- 
thing broader. Peril lurks, too, in a secret 
league. Young men’s clubs, which should guard 
their membership carefully aud devote them- 
selves to the purification of politics, could do a 
great work. In Chicago, they could make them- 
selves beneticially felt whenever our biennial 
delegation to the Legislature was to be chosen. 
The mass of people whe are fit to represent 
Chicago at Springfeld may be roughly divided 
into young men who would like to be elected 
end can’t be, and eid men who would 
not like it and can be. The result ef the exclu- 
sion of the first clase is that the refusal of the 
second most frequently saddles the city with an 
incompetent set of Representatives. Even when 
the nomination of an exceptionably bad lot com- 
pels the older men to run for the sake of the 
community, a isthe case inthe present cam- 
paign, they go reluctaatly. The honor is worth- 
less to them. do not care to make a repu- 
tation as legislators. Their home affairs are 
vastly more important to them than official mat- 
ters. In many cases they cannot afford to leave 
their business and spend their winters at Spring- 
field. These drawbacks do not exist with 
meny young men. They would be glad 
to go. The honor would be great in 
their eyes.

There must have been a very joyous gathering, 
for not only was the Great Chief present, but 
eke the Great Sachem, the Great Keeper of the 
Wampum, and other Great Somethings-or-Other 
ad lib. The Great Builder of the Camp-Fire and 
the Great Tomahawker and the Great Smoker 
of the Great Pipe of Peace are not mentioned in 
the dispatehes, but they are no doubt on hand. 
Such chances to write capital letters after 
one’s name are not willingly lost. If Jones, of 
Podunk, signs himself Grand High Head Centre 
of the Podunk Section of the Sovereigns of 
Sham,” shall not Smith, of Waupnup, append to 
his name the initials which signify to the initi- 
ated eye that he, Smith, who is to the outer 
world a refail grocer, shines ina select circle 
as the Great Scalper of the Waupun Tribe of the 
Indiana Improved Order of Red Men? It is 
surely a harmless fancy. If Smith, in the privacy 
of the “ lodge-room,” or the * council-cham- 
ber,” or the *‘ wigwam,” enjoys strutcivg about 
with redon his cheeks and an assortment of 
feathers in his hair, and a bow which he 
cannot string and arrows with which he cannot 
hit a mark 10 feet off in his handa, why 
should he be denied the gratification? Nay, if 
he. chooses to provide innocent amusement 
for the street-boys by parading in public with 
aprons or other toggery, why should the wish be 
gainsaid? The life of the average American is 
#0 very flat that evem such fol-de-rol may be a 
diversion, Our particular Smith is doubtless 
proud of being not onlya Red Man with two 
capital letters, but an Improved Red Man with 
three. He feels a keen thrill of delight when, 
after be has climbed three flights of back-stairs, 
and rapped in a mysterious and impressive man- 
ner upon a small door, the Great Scout of the 
Wigwam Entrance whispers in a husky voice: 
‘Who is the stranger who seeks the coun- 
cil-fires of the Winnebagoes?” It would be 
sad, indeed, to have to reply, “‘ Smith, retail 
grocer.” How infinitely more satisfactory to 
auswer: ‘Tis Bounding Buck, the Great 
Sculptor of the Etc., etc.”! After such an 
interchange of big words, the narrow room, 
with its soiled carpet, its small settees, and its 
big spittoons, is ao earthly edition of heaven to 
the enraptured Smith. He spends a happy 
evening in ‘*‘ gathering round the council-fire” 
(Anglice, putting his boota on the stove), 
*‘amoking the calumet,” and listening to the 
“braves.” When his stammering speech, 
studded with remarks about burying the 
hatchet and unatringing the bow, and other ex- 
tracts from the sayings of dime-novel Indiana, 
has received its meed of applause, Smith goes 
home under the firm conviction that the Order of 
Improved Red Men, especially as represented 
by the Winnebago Tribe, and more particularly 
by the Great Scalper of that tribe (to-wit: 
Smith), is about the biggest thing on earth. 
Let us leave him undisturbed in his sweet delu- 
sion. He is but one of many worshipers of fuse 
and feathers. 

HEALTH AND EDUCATION. 

Much has been said of late on the subject of 
sex in education. There are those who, like Dr. 
Clarks, contend that girle cannot be subjected 
to the same course of intellectual training as 
boys without serious injury to their health and 
physical development. Others there are who, 
like Mrs. Ward Howe, maintain the opposite of 
this. The question of the coeducatioa of the 
sexes is an important one, and deserves to be 
conscivntiously and intelligently discussed. It 
cannot be decided a priori. It is a question of 
fact, and must be seitied, like all questions of 
fact, by the testimony of competent witnesses. 
This is the view taken of the matter 
by the Massachusetts Board of Health. 
Some time ago, the Board sent a circular through 
the State containing a series of questions bear- 
ing on this subject, and asking for replies to 
them. One hundred and sixty correspondents 
accepted the invitation. Of these, 115 were 
physicians, 19 were physicians and at the same 
time members of School Committees, 14 were 
experienced teachers, and 6 were Superincend- 
ents of Schools. The report remarks that many 
more than 19 of the physicians had served on 
Scbhogl Committees; and that several of the 
physicians had taught school while acquiring 
their education in colleges and medica) achools. 
The first question proposed to the correspond- 
ents was: “Is one sex more liable than the other 
to suffer in bealth from attendance on school ?” 
One hundred and nine of the correspondents gave 
it aa the result of their observations that fe- 
males were more liable than males; thirty-one, 
that both were alike liable ; and one, that males 
were more liable than females, Many 
thought that study, with girls, should at times 
wholly cease for some days. Irregularity in at- 
tendance at school was more frequent among 
girls than among boys. Nine-tenths of the cor- 
respondents answered that the liability of girls 
to suffer in health from attendance at school in- 
creased after the ages of 12 or thereabouts. The 
author of the report says that up tothe 13th 
year identical coeducation is hygienically safe, 
provided a very cautious use of emuistionin 
every form be mace, After that age, identical 
coeducation of the sexes is attended with injury 
tothe health of some girls and danger to the 
health of all. To the question whether the injury 
was most likely to fall on the osseous, respira- 
tory, digestive, or nervous aysiem, ninety-five 
anawered that the nervous system was most 
liable to suffer, fourteen the nervous and res- 
piratory, and fifteen the digestive and nervous. 

Preparatory etady out of school ia not favored 
by the correspondeuts. One hundred are averse 
to it in the case of all children who have not 
reached the high school. Seventy-nine oppose 
it in all circrunstances. Only twenty favor it.

The bicycle mania in this country soon 
yielded to treatment. It died quietly, and the 
velocipede was relegated to the occasional ur- 
chin. But in England the velocipede is advanc- 
ing in popularity. The crude machine of six or 
seven years ago has given place to a very light 
and durable affair made entirely of the best 
steel, and with a wheel 60 inches in diameter. 
The speed atiained in these improved bicycle- 
reaches 25 miles an hour for short distances 
while runs of 60 miles are by 20 means rare. 
Matches of 100 miles in eight hours are common, 
and letter-carriers and messenger-boys are bring- 
ing the bievcle into rapid use. The principal manu- 
facturers are over-crowded with orders, and are 
weeks bebindhand iv their fulfilment. The 
London Standard gives an account of a match 
against time from Bath to Loudon, a distance of 
107 miles, to be performed in eight hours. The 
rider would undoubted)y have won but for an 
episode which, wit® others, shows that the 
Briton’s vaunted love of fair-play is not by any 
means as securely founded az it should be. After 
meeting with an aceidont which knocked bim 
into the gutter, the rider reached @ point near 
the City of Windsor with half an hour to spare, 
according to the schedule. This lef. him more 
than two Lours and a half to do the remaining 
87 miles, and as he had the best of the road be- 
fore him he went leisurely to work. At this 
point he was set upon by four ‘‘ gace-course 
roughs,” who had been lurking ia the hedge 
awaiting his coming. He was nearly murdered, 
and his bicycle so damaged that, on recovering 
consciousness, he had to drag it to the next sta- 
tion on the road, 4 miles distant. Here he was 
supplied with an inferior velocipede, and, 
maimed and faint, made his way into London 
firty-two miuutes late, losing his wager. The 
roughs had evidently been employed by sporting 
men who had bet against him. The poor man’s 
appearance coufirmed his story, and produced an 
uproar among the betting-men generally. He 
declared that he could have made the distance 
in seven hours aod a half; that he did it in less 
than nine under the circumstances was a still 
wore remarkable feat. 

SR ERS ES 

That exemplary Manitoban, Louis Riel, rebel 
and member-eiect of the Dominion Parliament, 
never took his seat in the Legislature. There 
were reasons why he should not. He had been 
indicted for the cool and deliberate murder of 
Thomas Scott, a British subject, and had been a 
fugitive from justice for years. The Legislature 
expelled him from the House, but he still had a 
ehapce. Now, however, that chance has gone 
by. A declaration of outlawry against bim has 
been issued by the Court of Queen's Bench in 
Manitoba. He is legally as well as morally a 
wanderer, with the brand of Cain upon bis brow. 
The world has been deceived with regard 
to Riel’s real character too long. His 
innate ferocity and audacity gained him a repu- 
tation for courage, which his eu uent action 
has not sustained. Two of his plices, 
Lepine and anotber, are on trial for their share 
in the Seott butchery, and Riel has abandoned 
them to their fate with the same sawve qui peut 
of a Bridgeport rough. He bad the audacity to 
slaughier, but not to take the consequences ; the 
impudeuce to secure his election to Parliament, 
but not the courage to take his seat. He has de- 
ceived his constituents and abandoned his con- 
federatee, and now appears in what is probably 
his true light—that of a very contemptible ad- 
venturer, a despot in power, a poltroou in ad- 


versity. 

There was a case of juveniile true love in 
Winchester, Va., which terminated, as sitogether 
too many such cases do, in the police euurt. He, 
while pot an old man. was a widower; she was 13 
years of age. He did business on Piccadily street 
and ber father on Main street. It all began at 
a Catholic fair. The father objected to the 
widower, but he bad been there before and knew 
something about parental objections. A romaa- 
tic elopement was planned. As the town clock 
strack 1, the maiden stole softly from the nur- 
sery, and crept out to where her lover lay 
in ambash with half a dozen chosen 
friends armed with revolvers. From the 
other side of the street rose another armed 
party, who hed guessed at the movements of the 
lovers. Astruggle ensued between the Mon- 
tagues avd Capuiets of Winchester, in which 
pistols were fired with Southern freedom. The 
police interfered and arrested all parties con- 
cerned. Next morning the whole baich, baby- 
lady love and all, were held to await the action 
of the Grand Jury upon this monstrous farce.

1. That Sec, 1 of Canon 4, of Title 2, be amended 
by subetitutiong in piace of the words “make applica- 
tion te the Bishop of the Diocese who ahall,” these 
words following: “ refer the matterto the Bishop of 
the Diocese, who may.” 

2. That Sec. 3 of the same canon be emended by 
ineerting after the worda, “‘until be shall retract his 
refusal,” these words following: “* And if he persist in 
Lis refusal it shali be the duty of tue Bishop to dis- 
solve connection between said Rector and Vestry or 
congregation.” 

3. That Bec. 8 of the same canon be amended 
to read: 

“Sec. 8. This canon shall not be obligatory 
upon any diocese which has made or shall hereafter 
make provision by canon upon this subject, or with 
whose jaws or charter it may interfere. 

“4. That Sec. 5 of the saine cannon be, and is here- 
by, repealed, and that the remaining sections be num- 
bered accordimyly.

Resolved, The House of Deputies concurring, that 
the conseut of the General Convention is hereby given 
to the detachment of said Sautee Indian Reservation 
from the Diocese of Nebraska, and for ita transfer to 
the missionary jurisdiction of Niobrara.

MISCELLANZOUS. 
GENERAL CONVENTION OF THE CHRISTIAN CHURCH. 

Cincinnati, O., Oct. 21.—The sessions of the 
Twenty-fifth General Convention of the Chris- 
tian Church and the Quarter Centennial of the 
Geveral Christian Missionary Society commenced 
in this city veeterday morning. 

The Convention is composed of delegates from 
various States, and the Directors and life-mem- 
bere of the American Christian Miesiouary So- 
ciety. Eleven States are represented. 

Standing committees were appointed as fol- 
lows: On Credentiale—E. A. Lodge, Michigan ;

Adoption of the Majority Report 
on the Forsyth Contract. 


Judge Beckwith’s Opinion.

A special meeting of the County Commission- 
ers was held yesterday afternoon, at which were 
present Commissioners Bogue, Burdick, Ducse, 
Clough, Crawford, Harris, Herting, Johnson, 
Jones, Lonergan, Russell, and Ashton, the 
Chairman. 

The special order of the day was the reading 
and passing upon the report of the Commiitee 
on the Forsyth & Co. contracts. When as the read- 
ing of the report was concluded by Col. Niles, 
Commissioner Burdick stated that he was 
willing that the report should go the world as it 
was. He thought, however, that it was ridica- 
lous to state that the contract price was changed 
from month to month, as was ahown in the re- 
port. He moved for the substitation of the mi- 
nority for the majority report. 

The motion resulted as follows :

COMMISSIONER CLOUGH 
said that, as being one of the Commission- 
ers, and the one who had moved primarily 
in the wmaiter, it was proper for him 
to tell how the matter came  abous:. 
He had been often importaned by parties to al- 
low a larger price for goods than was settled in 
the contract. In the course of these importuni- 
ties be had been told that other committees than 
that he was on were in the habit cf allowing 
larger prices than those of the contracts. He 
then telt that it was his duty as a (.ommissioner 
to take some means to ascertain if theee state- 
inente were true. He and Commissioner Borne, 
with a view of looking into the matter, asked 
Col. Niles if he could be on hand during tbe 
evening in order that they could look into mat- 
ters. Col. Niles sad that he could not come 
down of evevings. They then got from him a 
key, and the result of their researches wae the dis- 
covery that Cook County was paying from 5 to 100 
per cent more for articles than they should. The 
queation then arose to their minds, how should 
the matter be presented, and they decided to set 
forth the facts as found in some of the billa. 
‘There was, upnfortunate!vy, no way to question 
the correctness of the bills except by bringin 
them under the notice of the very men who hat 
revised them. he speaker alluded to the con- 
tract of J. Forsyth & Co. as a sliding con- 
tract, which was a beautiful arrangement for the 
sliding of the money belonging to Cook County 
into ihe povkets of contractors. It was well 
known that J. orevith & Co.’s contract 
offered concentrated beef at #10 for 3 pounds, 
while other grocers offered the same article for 
75 cepts per pound. It was plain eas daylight 
that the geutiemen who presented the report had 
not considered the prices at wluch the contract 
Was originaily drawn. 

Tbe :emarks of the gentleman who presented 
the mimority report were of very liberal con- 
struction. tie had gone a great way to coucili- 
tate the gentlemen. it was not the intention of 
the speaxer to treat the question as a crinunal 
matter. Wuoatever his private reelings might 
have been in this regard, he had never expressed 
them fully, but he would ask if ever any one bad 
beard of the parties in a criminal suit being 
Judges and jury in their own cave. If they 
really intendod to pass their report before the 
Board, they ought torecommend the Legislature 
to save trouble in criminal jurisdiction by allow- 
ing all criminals to try and decide upon their 
own cases. With regard wo the tiour case. which 
was brought in in the report, there had been 
abundant opportunity before now to bring it be- 
fore tbe Board if there were really any occasion 
todo so. In conclusion, Commissioner Clough 
otiered 

THE FOLLOWING RESOLUTION 
in amendment of ihe report: 

Resolved, That your Committee found a filed com- 
munication from the re.ident physiczan of the Insane 
Asylum and Poor-House, Dr, Tope, aud George Kim- 
berly, Warden of the same inatitution, dated Novy, 9, 
1872, which were read at ine session of the Board Nov, 
11, 1872, which stated amoaog other mwatters that the 
flour furnished had all been as goou as sample con- 
tracted for except one lot, waich was mide satisfaciory 
by the contractors, Your Committee also find no ev- 
idence that the Committee on Poor-House and Paupers 
for the year 1872, consisting of Commissioners Joseph 
Harris, Thomus Lonergan, and John Heriing, were in 
any way influenced by the gift of money or other con- 
sideration to approve bills for a quality of flour not as 
good as contract sample, or to induce them to pay 
more than contract prices for the same, 

The Chair objected to the employing of the 
names of Commussioners in the amendment, a 
the mover removed them. , 

On motion the amendment was lost. 

Commissioner Clough then offered the follow- 
Ing, which the Chair ruled out of order : 

Tuat so much of the report as relates to the flour 
furnished the county in 1872 be recommitted to the 
Committee with instructions to ascertain if the Com- 
mittee on Public Charities or Poor-House end Panpers 
of that year, consisting, as the records show, of Joseph 
Harris, John Herting, and Thomas Lonergan, were in- 
fluenced by any illegal means, whether by the use of 
money or other considerations, to credit bills and pay 
for flour not as good as sample contracted for, aud if 
such Committee are found to be guilty of malfeasauce 
in office at that time to consult with the County Attor- 
ney, and ascertain if there is any means of punishing 
the above named Commissioners for such offense com- 
initted. 

COMMISSIONER BOGUE 
stated that the dealers of South Water sBtreet 
bad toid him that there was somethiug wroog in 
tus letting of the county contracta for supplies. 
The merobers of the Board had charged him 
with introducmg a resolution for the purpose of 
casting a reiiection on other members, aud for 
the saxe of creating an excitement whereby he 
might gain some temporary notoriety. He 
utterly denied the charge. Ever since he had 
beon a member of the Board he had shown no 
dieposition to cast reproach upon his fellow 
Commissiouers, por had he tried to gain news- 
paper notoMety by introducing buncombe resolu- 
tions. He had in all his actious been actuated 
by the sole motive to levialate for the 
best interesta of Cook County, and had 
steadily tried to have the bnsineas of 
the county ecouducted in “arn honest, 
jegitimate manner. Jo this effect it had beeu 
his duty to introduce resolutious and make mo- 
tions which bad given rise to a good deai of ill- 
feeling and acrimonious debate. He felt con- 
ecious that, commencing witb the first reso!n- 
tion offered by him on Nov. 29, 1872, which 
took up the bid first received for tha construc- 
tion of their building, aud which resultedin a 
saving to Cook County of over $100,000, down 
to tbe resolution which called for the report now 
under consideration, every action of his had 
beea prompted by the desire to fsithfully and 
conscientiously perform the dutv which he had 
taken an oath todo. Finding himeelf in conflict 
with the Commissioners in question, he bad con-

Mr. Gardner Calis on the Baltimore 
& Ohio Officers. 


This Road Refuses to Sign the Sara- 
toga Agreement, 


Rumored Resignation of Mr. Joy. 


Mr. H. A. Gardner, the Chief-Enginoer of the 
Michigan Central Raiiroad, who was arrested 
yesterday at the crossing near Lake Station for 
being the leader of the rioters at that place, 
called upon the officers of the Baltimore & Ohio 
Railroad with a view of inducing these gentle- 
men not ta prosecute him any further, as he had 
only obeyed the orders of Mr. Joy, and could not 
have acted otherwise. He also requested that 
the other men who were arrested with him be 
discharged. The officers of the Com- 
pany expressed their sympathy with Mr. 
Gardner, and assured him that they 
had but the  kindliest feelings for 
him. If the Sheriff and the other officials of tne 
couuty where the breach of peace was committed 
were satisfied, they would make no efforts toward 
having him ferther prosecuted. They also con- 
sented to have one or two of the men released, 
but the rest they insisted should be dealt with 


according to law. If, however, the Indiana of- 
ficials were satisfied to let them go, they would 
iunterpose no objection. 

Mr. Gardner also stated that the Michigan 
Central Railroad would hereafter try to be

pressed himself as greatly pleased that the dif- 
ficulties were at an end.

The sbops’ at 
South Chicago are nearly done, and depots 
and station-houses all along the line will at once 
be erected in the most substantial manner. The 
large brick freight depot in thie city is entirely 
completed and ready for occupancy. 

THE SARATOGA AGREEMENT. 

There is no longer any doubt that the Sarato- 

@ agreement, about which so much has already 
he said, and upon which dry trunk lines 
placed such high hopes, will finaliy turn out a 
great failure. As previously stated, all the 
roads west of Chicago have refused to 
sign the agreement, and there is no 
chance whatever that they will ever sign it. 
The Grand Trunk Railway of Canada also siill 
stubboruly refuses to come to terms. Af the 
meeting held last Saturday between the man- 
agers of this road and Commodore Vanderbilt 
aud other magnates nothing was accomplished. 
The managers of this road claim that they could 
do no business should they sign the agreement. 
Their road is so far north that shippers wonid 
prefer to ship via the Michigan Central, Michi 
gan Southern, or Pittsburg & Fort Wayne Roads 
unless they could get better rates from them. 
Competition and low rates were the only thing 
that could keep them a powerful rival of the 
above named roads. 

The Baltimore & Ohio Railroad, one of the 
original signers of the New York agreement, hs 
now also refused to sign the Saratoga agree- 
ment, and Acting-President Keyser and Mr. 
Quincy stated to a TRIBUNE reporter yesterday 
that they never would sigan it. They meant to 
make their own rates, and give the public the 
benefit of competition. They had never cow. 
tenanced combinations, and they would continue 
to oppose them. This action will undoubtedly 
force the Chicago lines leading to the East to 
withdraw from the combination aiso, or else they 
will be left far behind in the race for the Chi- 
cago trade, The people of tnis city will un- 
doubtedly ship their freight with the road that 
makes the most liberal terms and establishes 
the lowest rates. 

THE MICHIGAN CENTRAL. 

Not more than three years ago Mr. J. FP. Joy, 
the President of the Miclhogan Central Ratiroad, 
was considered the abiest and greatest railway 
manager in the West. He was to this part of 
the country what Tom Scott was in the East, 
and it was greatly feared that he would ultimate- 
ly swallow and annex most of our Western roads 
and make them part of the Michigan Central. 
These fears, however, proved groundless, and 
the Michigan Central has not added a mile to 
its line auriog bis management. It is a fact 
that the Michigan Central, although one of the 
best equipped roads in the country, and as fa- 
vorably situated as any other line leading to the 
East, paya less to its stockholders than any of 
its mvals, and dividends had to be passed for 
some time past. As the stockholders of rail- 
roads care for but little else than their regular 
dividends, it is but patural that such a state of 
affairs should create dirsatisfaction among them. 
Although it was apparent that the main fault lay 
with Mr. Joy, still Mr. Sargent, the Generali Su- 
periatendeat, was held responsibie and forced to 
resign. The sacrifice, however, has rot appeased 
the wrath of the Directors, and they will be con- 
tent with nothing less than the head of the un- 
successful chief. 

Mr. Joy made a final effort to save his waning 
powers by fighting the Baltimore & Obio, and 
keep them out of the city. But in this move- 
ment Mr. Joy was sadly defeated. The cost of 
his last exploit will foot up between £20,000 and 
$30,000, which amount the Company cannot 
easily svare at this time. That this adaitional 
disaster would raise another storm with the Di- 
rectors became immediately apparent to Mr. Joy, 
and it is now etated, and apparently on good au- 
thority, that he has tendered his resignation, 
which may be accepted.

Pearl River ticks. The Bulletin of Oct, 20 says of the 
New York market : 

“ The most interesting feature of the market is the 
renewed demand tor side-band prints. These goods 
had a most sudceseful run, Until abont eix weeks ago, 
when their gale Legen to diminish rapidly, and some 
printers ceased production, while others brought fur- 
ward diminished suppiies, There has been within tie 
laxt few days a decided reaction in these goods, and 
not a few styles are sold up to receipts by the agente. 

‘The market for cotton goods remained in the same 
condition as when last reported upon. There isa 
steady demand for brown cottons, cotton fanuels, 
cheviot shirtiags, etc., which are unchanged in price. 
Agente’ rates tor brown cottous present some irregu- 
larities, and certain makes, which it would be invid- 
ious to mentiom, are very inuch cheaper than others ; 
therefore a few price-revisions may become necessary 
in order to equalize values, but there is no prospec: 
whatever of lower figures for cotton goods generally,

APPEARANCE DURING THE ECLIPSE. 

The moon will probably pot be entirely invisi- 
ble, even during the total phaee. During that | 
stare ehe is usually dimly discernible, having a | 
dull, coppery bue. This is undoubtedly due to 
the refractive power of our atmosphere, wiich 
bends the tolar rays inward so much towards the | 
exis of the shadow that.a smal! quantity of | 
light is thrown upon the ionar surface. If the | 
eclipse were central, the moon’s centre passing 
over the point O, she might be totaliy obscured ; 
but inthe present instance she will at no time 
be far within the limits of the shadow. 

There is one peculiar fact in connection with 
this eclipse. The moon will be in perigee, and 
very nearly at her least possible distance from 
the earth. Her average distance is 258,074 
niles; her distance at the average peligee is a 
little more than 225.850 miles.

LIGHT AND SHADE, 

The movement of the earth in her orbit is in 
the direction of W. to E.; the enlightened aide 
being always next the sun. The opposite half 
of the earth is in darkness, and the boundarv of 
the dark hemisphere is the base of the conical 
While the moon is moving 
through the umbra, the sunlight is intercepted 
by the earth, and fails to reach the moon; she 
is then said to be eclipsed. 

The penumbra (Latin, pene, almost) or partial 
shadow, is situated between the umbra and the 
Aand HC. It is evident, from an in- 


poe 

/ speection of the diagram, that when the moon is 
| in this position s portion of the sunlight 1s inter- 
| cepted by the earth ; and the penumbra gradual- 
| ly darkens, from the outer edges, at A and ©, 
| towards the trne shadow. 


The outer edge of the 
moon, at ©, receives light from nearly the whole 
dise of the sun. The middle of the lunar disc at 
A only recerves licht from one-half of the sun: 
and the left-hand edge of the same disc is only 
illuminated by a thin eliece of sunlight coming 
from H ; while to the left of the line H W, the 
sunlight is altogether shut off, except the very 
small portion which is bent into the shadow by 
the refractive power of the earth’s atmosphere.

THE SAROS. 

When we compare these pexiods we find that 
22% lunations are performed iv very nearly the 
same time as 1% revolutions of the node as re- 
ferred to the sun; or in about 18 years and 
two weeks. The difference between the two is 
not quite 11 hours. Hence, neglecting the in- 
equalities of the Innar motion, if we observe 
the eclipses that occur during one cf these cycles 
of 18.04 years, we shall have the order and in- 
terva's of time in which eclipees will occur dur- 
ing a subsequent cycle. ‘This period, called the 
Saros, was kvown to the early Chaldean astron- 
omers long before the length of the year was as- 
certained. 

In the course of this period there are nsually 
twenty-pine eclipses of the moon. There cen 
never be more than three mm one year, and miay 
be none at all. : 

ECLIPSES OF THE BUN 
oceur only when the moon is near one of her 
vodes, atthe time of new moon. The moon's 
shadow then fails upon the earth ; unless the 
eclipse be annular, in which case the shadow 
does not extend far enough to sweep the earth. 
About forty-one solar eclipses occur during one 
Chaldean period, or Saros; but the number 
visible at any one place is much lesa than the 
number of lunar eclipses seen. The reason for 
this is that a solar eclipse is visible to but a 
small portion of the earth’s surface, while the 
lunar eclipse is visible to the inhabitants of the 
whole hemisphere that is turned away from the 
sun. 
MERCURY VISIBLE. 

If the sky be clear, the planet Mercury may 
be seen on Saturday evening, in the southwest, 
woon after sunset. He will then be at his great- 
est angular distauce from the sun, 24 degrees 10 
minutes eastward. The planet will be nearly 
one-third of the distance from the western pount 
of the horizon towards the south.

The Society migtt infer that the subjects under con- 
sideration were either too weighty fur speedy disposal, 
or of wo little interest to elicit the prompt attention of 
the Committee. 

This delay has not been from any neecligence of 
duty, by aly member of your Committce, for too 
often they have agreed upon a report, with all those 
present, only to tind themselves unabie to premise 
and reconcile the opposing opinions of thoee absent’, 
lience your Coramittee solicited, without further de- 
lay, a full and final meciing of the Joint Commit- 
tee. 

It is due the Committee from the College of 
Pharmacy to state that the Joint Committee 
meetings were postponed ior a time on account of 
their attendance upon the Pharmaceutical Conven- 
tion, 

As nnanimity in reporting was pronounced essen- 
tial, for its sake, and thai the report mighs ultimately 
reach thie Society, it was sigued under protest and 
reservation upon certain points, some of wlich appear- 
ed too trivial for prolonged controversy, and others 
too restrictive of incdividual rights and privileges, 
Your Committee did not consider themseives delegated 
to make sweeping charges of corruption against our 
profession, in their relations to the druggists, Bat 
they did believe that the professions of medicine aud 
pharmacy were each efficiently, faithfully, and 
honestly represented in our city, and that, generally, 
their peculiar and responsible relations to each other 
were respected and preserved with a like fidelity and 
integrity of purpose.

mediatorship eariy crept into the Church, 
which at last culminated in the Papacy. 
He traced the origin and svread of Paganism in 
tbe Christian Church, and it was seen in the 
Gnostic heresy of the second century, Tho alli- 
ance of Christianity with the Hellenic doctrinos, 
especially at Alexandria, was referred to, which 
attempted to reconcile Christianity with philoéo- 
phy, or faith with reason. The result became 
different from the aim, and philosophy became 
mistress in the strife of opinion, and many Pa- 
gan philosophic elements became incorporated 
with the Christian system. Heathen ceremonies 
without number were introduced mto Christian 
worabip, as it was claimed that the peo- 
ple were too ignorant to receive 
reiigions teaching except throngh the senses. 
When Consetentine saw that Christianity was the 
only indistructible religion, and the ouly bond 
that would hold the Empire together that was 
falling to pieces, be received the system in 
order that he might become the head of the Em- 
pire, aud rule over the hearts of his subdjects. 

Lhe methods that were used to md Christianity 
of these evils were of two forms,—one outside of 
the Church and the other within its own fold,— 
but as the name “‘heretic” followed those who 
secmingly wrought against the Church from with- 
out, it remained that 1eform must begin without, 
if at all. These reforms were known as 
‘‘*schisms.” The Donatist doctrine was an at- 
tempt to eure one evil bv the substitution of 
another. The trumph of the freedom of con- 
science which we enjoyed to-day was the result 
of the pegsistent action of thia body, that finally 
perished, and separated utterly from the Chris- 
tian Church. 

Tho mysticiam of the Middle Ages was the 
next attempt at reform, and. was the forerunner 
of the great Reformation of the sixteenth cen- 
tury. John Wycliffe and Jobn Huss were the 
enuccessors of the mystics, and they gave tho 
The | 
reforming Councils of Pisa, Constance, and | 
sasie, showed that the idea was prominent in 
the Church that immediate reform was the 
necessary remedy. Witb diabolical cunning, the 
Popes succeeded in their strife against Councils, 
and future reformation within the Church be- 
camo impossible. Every conceivable crime be- 
came incarnate in the person of the successor of 
St. Peter, and reform became necessary, aod 
Martin Luther discovered that peace with God 
became possible, not with the good works of the 


The Reformed Episcopal Courch received de- 
served consideration, aud was shown to be a re- 
form in the Protestant Episcopal Church of to- 
day. This latter body, he showed, was becom- 
ing yearly more centralized in its power, the 
Bishops continually grasping authority and tak- 
ing it away from the Church, not without remon- 
strance, which proved unavailing. All of the 
innovations attempted to be thrust upon 
the Church were met by no resistance 
from thea authorities of the Church, 
provided those new schemes had a tendency 
}womeward, but everything evangelicaliy inclined 
met with a sturdy opposition. He argued that 
the new departure of Bishops Cummins and 
Cheney would prove successful because attempt- 
ed outsids of the Church, while the struggle of 
the Old Catholics in Europe would prove abor- 
tive because attempted from witbin the fold.
